How To Plant Your Roses .... 


To obtain success in growing roses it is important that they are properly planted, 
The roots should be trimmed back some and the hole dug large enough so that 
roots will not be crowded. Place the plant in the hole so that the bud union above 
the roots is at least two inches below the level of the ground, then fill in around 
the roots with dirt and water in well. After the water has seeped away, cut each 
cane back to about four inches above the level of the ground and cover the plant 
over completely with a mound of earth.

You 
may plant them to protect the farm buildings and feed lots against cold winter winds, or to trap heavy snow- 
falls and keep it out of the corrals and farm yard.

Many farmers and ranchers consider it a good practice to use a row or 
two of shrubs in each planting which aids the trees by keeping down internal wind movement and the loss of 
valuable leaf litter. Shrubs also become a source of food and cover for desirable wildlife. All our stock is 
carefully graded and selected to insure vigor and good survival.

EVERGREENS for Windbreaks... 


Evergreens are the most valuable of all trees for farmstead plantings because of their lasting beauty and 
the fact that they form a dense effective wind barrier for the entire year. They are slightly more difficult than 
deciduous trees to establish, but are well worth the required extra care. Most of the species should provide 
protection for 100 to 300 years if fenced from livestock. You may plant them as a solid evergreen planting or 
as a row or two along a deciduous windbreak. They should be cultivated clean for the first few years until 
they shade out competitive vegetation.
